Strong Sermon. 


OHVO Keasons Why I'hysicians Slioultt be 
Clu istians—Mauy oftlie Medical I'ro- 
fession Present, 


Jjast nighr Plymouth Congrega- 
tional church was crowded, a large 
number of the physicians of the 
city, with their wives, being present 
to hear the sermon by Rev. J. Stuart 
Ainslie to the 
doctors, entitled, 
' 'The Struggle for Christian Charac- 
ter in a Physician's Life." He chose 
his text from II. Chron., xvi., 12 :13, 
and after brief explanation, pro- 
ceeded to welcome the doctors to 
the service. 
"Brethren 
of 
the 
medical 
profession, 
we 
often 
meet in the house of distress. 
The 
work of the doctor touches closely 
on the ])astoral work of the minis- 
ter, although it is not generally 
recognized. 
We join each other in 
an attempt at solace where the 
paroxysm of grief demands a medi- 
cine as well as a prayer.. 
We are 
not strangers, but friends, often 
looking into each 
other's 
faces 
through the dusk as the night of 
death is falling in the sick room. 
But we meet tonight,. not in the 
home of distress, but in the pleas- 
ant apartments of the house of God, 
and I want to ])reach a sermon of 
inspiration, helpfulness and good 
cheer. 


"In our text King Asa is criticised 
because in his sickness he sought not 
tlie Lord. Andwliatwas wrong in 
Asa is wrong in every other man. 
You have no right to shut God out 
from the realm of i)harmacy and 
therapeutics. 
'In all thy 
ways 
acknowledge him and he shall di- 
rect thy paths.' " 


Then the speaker traced briefly 
the honorable history of surgery 
and medicine, from Hippocrates, the 
Greek, down to .fenner, who fought 
successfully the plague of small pox, 
and to the discoveries of Simpson 
and 
Pasteur, 
and 
Sir 
Jos- 
eph Lister and Koch. The speak- 
er 
showed 
how 
the 
medical 
l)rofession had led in suggesting 
Ijetter methods of caring for the in- 
sane, in improving health and hu- 
man longevity. 


The second division of the sermon 
outlined some of the temptations 
that beset the j)hysician's i jailing. 
From careful information which he 
had gleamed from honorable men of 
the profession, lie showed how a 
young doctor may be offered large 
fees for performing some criminal 
operation ; how there is a tempta- 
tion to secure a i)atient at any (!Ost, 
and how sometimes the charges for 
medical service seems to the laymen 
too high. 


"But after all has been said," 
continued the preacher, 
"I gladly 
jiay my tribute to the heroism and 
patience and etficiency of the aver- 
age doctor in the community. There 
are few equals to the practitioner 
who sacrifices so much for the re- 
lief of suffering humanity, who goes 
at the calls of what he knows will 
l)e unpaid labor, and who does his 
best for rich and poor alike." 


The 
last 
division 
of 
the 
sermon 
gave 
several 
reasons 
why 
all 
jihysicians 
should 
be 
Christians, 
men 
of 
reverence, 
men of consecration and men of 
prayer. 
The sermon simrkled with 
humorous and graphic illustrations, 
and for forty minutes held 
the 
closest attention of the large audi- 
ence.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. i?.—The 
body of the 
five-year-old 
Percy 
Lockyar, who is believed to have 
been murdered on Friday night last 
by fifteen-year-old Samuel Hender- 
son, was fonnd in the bottom of 
Reddie" creek. 
The body was weighted by two 
heavy stones, one abont his neck 
and the other around his ankles. 
His sknll was crushed in and there 
was a knife thrust just above the 
heart, and similar wounds on his 
breast, side and forehead, while on 
one side of his face was a long cut 
extending from below the eye to 
the chin. 


Henderson, who is under arrest, 
does not seem to realize the enor- 
mity of his crime. 
He admitted a 
knowledge of the knife thrust, but 
said it was du© to the child acci- 
dentally running against an oiien 
knife. Henderson became alarmed 
at this and said he threw the boy 
into the creek. 


When shown the mutilated body 
of the child, he admitted that he 
was responsible for the cuts, but he 
still persisted that it was an acci- 
dent. 


The police assert that Henderson 
accompanied Lockyar and Willie 
Addison, aged seven years, to the 
woods, as he told yesterday, but in- 
stead of any accident happening to 
eithej- Henderson tied both children 
to a tree. 
Addison broke away and 
i-an home.

IRRIDATION RESERVOIRS. 


The Ontlct and Its Vslre or Cat«—A Stan, 
pi* bat Kitelcnt Oat*. 


Where atonn waters are employe<l 
•he conBtroction of the reservoir if of. 
o<Hisideffable size shotild be nnder tbe 
supervision of an engineer. In hia pa- 
per on irrigation of the great plains 
Fred H. Newell gives valuable sugges- 
tions concerning the construction of res- 
ervoirs, inclttding the following con 
ceming the onfclet. He says: 


In building the walls one of tbe first 
things to consider is the outlet. This 
should be placed in sncli a position that 
the water will be delivered convenient- 
ly to the ditches, and its position should 
be so low that it will completely empty 
the reservoir. This outlet should be pro- 
vided with a valve or gate on the in- 
ner side, so arranged that it is accessible

at all times. It is usual to construct 
this outlet of boards or plank in the 
form of a long box from 8 to 18 inches 
in width and height. For permanence 
it might be better to use a metal pipe, 
but it is probable that the wooden out- 
let will serve for a sufficient number of 
years. 


Having placed the outlet box or pipe 
in proper position, great care must be 
taken in building the wall at this par- 
ticular place to .secure a tight joint. 
Clay should be carefully tamped around 
and under the box. and as an addition- 
al precaution it is well to provide the 
box with wings or ribs projecting out- 
^va^d into the earth bank and prevent- 
ing tbe percolation of water along the 
contact plane between earth and the 
wood or metal. The gate on the inside 
end of the outlet may be of any one of a 
great variety of forms, from a .simple 
board placed securely against the end 
to the expensive metal valve used for 
city purposes. 


Une of the simplest and most efficient 
gates iu use consists of a broad plank 
covering the oud of the box, which is 
cut off iu such a position as to slope 
diagonally upw.ird and toward the 
bank. The place of contact between the 
end i)f the box and phiuk covering it is 
liued with leather or t^ome similar sub- 
stance, insuring a tight joint. The plank 
coveriiiu is hinged on the upper side 
and is c.\tendi d diagonally upward by a 
stout bur. When this is grasped and 
pulled tinvard the bank, the valve is 
(ipencd against the pres.sure of the wa- 
ter. and when tbe bar is released it is 
autoiuatically clo!--ed. In the cut here 
presented is illustrared a section of res- 
ervoir bauk showing the outlet. 


A Big Corn Crop. 


This is how I raised ].")0 bushels ol 
corn to the acre: In April I put ten 
loads of stable inaimro per acre on ten 
acres of clover and timothy sod mixed. 
The la.st week of April I broke this 
ground, plowing eight inche.s deep. 1 
rolled it down after the plow and then 
worked it once with the rotary hoe in- 
stc:ul of disk Irarrow. I then harrowed 
twice with ordinary smoothing liarrow 
and rolled down. I planted May 11 and 


f fwwfc 
to Arid 


"A systematic canvass of tbe world 
will be made in the next four years to 
determine what tree or trees can beat be 
made to grow in onr arid and snbarid 
regions," said Professor B. E. Fnmow, 
chief of the division of forestry of the 
•gricnltural department to a representa- 
tive of the Boston Transcript. Follow- 
ing are other statements made by tlio 
professor and of interest to dwellers in 
arid and snbarid localities: 


In the arid regions of our country the 
number of species that can be grown is 
very limited, and it is entirely possible 
that a study of the other arid regions of 
the world will produce something bet- 
ter than we now liave. Our agents will 
make a special study of climatic con- 
ditions in the dry regions, here and 
abroad, for experience has proved, what 
was long a matter of theory, that seeds 
do not flourish in a latitude greatly dif- 
ferent from that in which they were 
grown, even though the species to 
which they belong might flourish over 
a much wider area. At Grand Bapids 
last vear we made an exueriment 
with box elder grown from seeds 
collectetl iu various parts of the coun- 
try. After the first frost the elder from 
the seed grown in Oklahoma was frost 
killed while a tree of the same species 
grown from 
Ontario seed was in a 
Very liealthy condition. After gathering 
the necessary information as to compar- 
ative climates we shall collect the plant 
material iu special stations under the 
control of the department. At first we 
may co-operate with the existing state 
experiment stations, but that will not 
suffice, because these stations are natu- 
rally located iu specially selected soils, 
and so the most untoward conditions are 
not met there. 


From our present knowledge there is 
no tree better for the snbarid regions of 
Texa.s and the southwest than the mes- 
(inite. It provides shelter from the 
wind, furnishes fairly good firewood, 
and its pods are capable of being used 
as food for domestic animals. For the 
semiarid region a littlo farther north 
the Cottonwood tree is about as good as 
anything we now have. It makes jKJor 
firewood and is a miserable tree, but 
may be better than nothing. 


The Canadian experiment station has 
introduced from Russia or succeeded in 
reproduoing an apple tree suitable for 
the more northern dry regions. The ap- 
ple is small and poor, but is heartily 
appreciated where it can be made to 
grow. This suggests an interesting dis- 
tinction. There are weeds among, trees, 
just as much as among plants. In fact, 
what is a weed but a plant, the use of 
which has not been found out? When 
we find that tho «^:mflower can be used 
fur luakinsi <.il. it then ceases to be a 
weed. Among trees the aspen is a weed. 
So are some black oaks, which do not 
grow to a useful size, and scrub pines. 
But tho wliolo matter is relative. The 
mesquito would be a weed where more 
serviceable trees could be grown. 


The effect of trees in a dry region 
upon the atmospheric moisture is a 
somewhat disputed queston. While thHT 
diminish evaporation from tho soil by 
furnishing a shade and a windbreak, 
the transpiration must be taken into ac- 
count on the other side. The roots of a 
tree are drawing tho water from a great 
depth and giving it out to the atmos- 
phere through the leaves, and yet hero 
again this cannot help making the at- 
mosphere more moist. But the main 
thing in the dry regions is to keep the 
soil graimlar, so the water can percolate 
12. checking i! feet H inches each way. 
No coniniercial fertilizer of any kind i it instead of running off into the rivers 
was u.SLtl on this corn. As soon as this | when anv rain does fall. As soon as 
com came up I cultivated once each 
way with the rotary hoo. I then culti- 
vated once each way with cultivator 
with large shovels on. plowing shallow 
and keeping ground as levi^l as possible.

DEATH CONQUERS. 


Hon. Ben Butterworth Siiccunibs 
to hoiiiz Illness. 


PaMse.s Away in Georgia, Wiiere He Had 
Gone for His Health—His 
Career. 


THOMASVILLE, Ga., .Tan. 17.—Ben- 
jamin Butter worth. United States 
commissioner of patents, who has 
been ill at Piney Woods hotel here 
several weeks, died at 3 :15 yester- 
day afternoon. 
The end was peace- 
ful, and when it came his wife and 
children were at his bedside. 
He 
came here to recuperate from an 
attack of pneumonia and recovered 
rapidly till two weeks ago, when he 
suffered from uraemic convulsions. 
From that relapse he never recov- 
ered. 
His body will be sent to 
Washington tomorrow. 


Mr. Butterworth was taken seri- 
ously ill in Cleveland last Novem- 
ber, and for a while his life was de- 
spaired of. but he rallied after he 
came here in the hope of regaining 
his strengtli. 


Mr. Butterworth was born in War- 
ren county, Ohio, October 22, 1839. 
His people were all quakers on both 
sides. 
John Linton, v/ho was con- 
spicuous among those who emi- 
grated to Pennsylvania with Wil- 
liam Penn, was his maternal ances- 
tor. 
Until he w-as eighteen years of 
age young Butterworth lived on his 
parents' farm, with such advantages 
of education iis farmers' children 
usually had in those days. 
As is 
generally the case with young men 
of talent and 
restless^ ambition, 
farming soon proved uncongenial 
to his tastes, and he decided to fit 
himself for a professional life. 
He 
went to Cincinnati and entered the 
law office of Durbin Ward, where 
he pursued his legal studies for two 
years, and graduated at the Cincin- 
nati Law school in 1861. 


His jmblic life began in 1868 and 
he held successively many 
minor 
offices until 1878, when he was 
nominated by the republicans of the 
First Ohio district, 
in Cincinnati, 
for congress. 
He was elccted. 
Ho 
was re-elected in 1880, and was re- 
nominated in 1 >^82, 
but encountered 
his first defeat. 
In 1S83 he was ap- 
pointed by President Arthur to the 
office of commissioner of patents. 
In 188] Mr. Butterworth was again 
elected to congress and in 1886 he 
carried his district for the fourth 
time. 
During the last campaign he 
was active in his support of Presi- 
dent Mf^Kinley. 
April 1, last, he 
was appointed by the 
president 
commissioner of patents.

THERE ARE NO WOMEN DilESSMAK- 
ERS IN CHINA. 


A CostaoM of ih* Ghcapcr Ola 


Abont Tmrty Centi, bat m nmàOy Band- 
i o u e Salt Can Be Had For Two: Itollan. 
Boainesa Methods. 


Woman, lovely woman^ is very rnnob 
the same the world over. In every city 
of Christendom her eyes turn toward 
Paris and her thoughts to the latest 
mode of that illtistrioTis capital of fash- 
ion. 


In the Flowery Kingdom they tnm to 
the great metropolis of Canton, ont of 
whose workshops aud ateliers come gar- 
ments of equal style and splendor if not 
of equal grace and beauty. 
Ignorant 
male travelers to the contrary notwith- 
standing, there is fashion in the far east 
just the same as there is at home. 


A keen Chinese observer can tell even 
more from a woman's clothes abont the 
wearer than can be done at home. 
Lit- 
tle peculiarities invisible to western 
eyes reveal the province where the 
clothes were made; equally intangible 
things show her status and rank. I be- 
lieve there are Europeans who have 
mastered these mysteries, at least I 
have been told so, althooigh I have never 
yet met one. 


Tliere are no women dressmakers in 
China. They are all men, and every one 
with the importance aud arrogance of 
Mr. Worth of Paris. 


Woe to the cusroraer who darò criti- 
cise their work or suggest improve- 
iuent.s. So superior are they to the oth- 
er sex that their clerks are men. There 
are any uumber of these establishments 
in the city of Canton. When you have 
been to one of the great ones, you have 
been to all. 


In front of the house hangs a great 
signboard in scarlet and gold. It is a 
foot or two wide and reaches from the 
sidewalii up to the second or third 
story. 
The characters read: "Happi- 
ness and prosperity. The house of gold- 
en spleudor, women's dresses. " There 
are no sJiow windows or casements of 
any kind. 
The entire front is open to 
the thoroughfare. 
There is a low and 
wicked railing across the entrance, how- 
ever, 
which bids defiance to sneak 
thieves and compels ingress aud egress 
through a gate as narrow as the one 
mentioned in Scripture. When you pa.s.s 
this, you find yourself in a large and 
very ueat store some 20 feet wide, 80 
feet long and 15 to 20 feet high. 
The 
walls are covered with shflviug from 
floor to coiling, aud these seemed filled 
t(j the last available inch with bundles 
done up in paper of all sorts of colors. 
These bundles contain each one article 
of clothing and are supposed to be proof 
against moths, white ants, cockroachp? 
and the other insect pests of the far east. 


Upon each bundle in cleai-ly written 
Chiuo.«e characters is a brief luomoran- 
duni of the contents aud the price. A 
small ebony couutor at either end per- 
mits the exhibition of tlio goods, and 
light bamboo ladders enable the clerks 
to reach the upper shelves about the 
place. 
There is quite an army of em- 
ployeos. who seem lialf bookkec])ers and 
half sa^j-smen. There is a larger army 
of customers examining and 
buying 
goods. 
There are no .«hopper.s. Shop- 
I)iog seems to be a nn'sterious mod« rn 
vice that has reached its most deadly 
stage in the loading cities of Unclc 
;Sam. If a Chinese lady were asked to 
go .'^hopping, slie would first want the 
thing explained to her and then woiild 
probably scream and run away under 
the impression that her interlocutor was 
raving mad. 


The people of the establishment are 
very polite aud bring down everything 
which they think approaches your de- 
sire. 
They first reach down the bundle 
aud open it upon one of the counters. 
The folding of 
these bundles is ex- 
tremely ingenious. 
They are so made 
up of salient aud re-entering angles that 
when the last triangular point is folded 
over and forced into itself it is impos- 
sible for any living thing or even for 
dust to get iuside of it. On one occasion 
I dropped a bundle of tJiis sort over- 
board and fished it out again. 
After 
drying the outside I opened it and to 
my surprise and delight found that the 
water had not penetrated to the goods 
within. 


The bundle, opened, discloses the gar- 
ment iuside neatly folded according to 
the conventional system employed by 
the Chinese trade. There is not much 
variety to woman's garments in China, 
so far as general form is concerned. Shy 
wears a pair of trousers which always 
come from the upper waist to the an- 
kles and a coat which is either loug or 
short. In these bundles, therefore, if it is 
not inexpressibles it is a coat, and vice 
versa. The cheapest goods are made of 
light thin muslin or cotton cloth dyed 
black, brown or blue. Other colors are 
also used, but to no srach extent as 
the three first named. The trousers are 
unbroken aud aro held in place by a 
string or belt. The coat is also a single 
piece and is fastened with little frogs. 
In cheap materials the frogs are plain 
cotton cord of the same color as the 
suiting. 


A costume of the cheap class costs 
usually 40 cents, but sometimes it is 
sold as low as yO. Next in grade are 
those made from finer stuffs, sheetings, 
drills, teacloth, long ells, camelots aud 
Indian muslin.s. 
These range from 50 
cents to 70 cents. 
Here the button of 
the frog is made of brass, glass or dark 
wood aud is so arranged that it can be 
taken off aud replaced easily and quick- 
ly. 
Then come suits made of light 
woolens, fine flannels, Japanese crapes, 
canton flannel, alpaca, camel's hair and 
grasscloth. 
These range from 75 cents 
to 
In these the frogs are more elab- 
orate, and the frog buttons are gilded or 
made out of pretty hollow metal. Here, 
too, come in sjjecial suits, rain coats 
and t-Ajusers which are sometimes wa- 
erproof, but more frequently aquapel- 
ent, aud winter clothing, which in its 
simplest form is made from cloth heav- 
ily padded with cotton aud in more lux- 
urious forms ol any fine goods lined 
with fur. The piices of these naturally 
vary to the greatest extreme. A suit 
made of sheeting thickly padded with 
cotton and tufted can be secured for $1, 
while the .silk coat lined with tiger cub 
fur or other handsome skin will often 
cost as high as |75. 
The more expen- 
sive articles are worn by the wives of 
the great officials, who are not 1 per 
cent of the entire population. 


Next in the scale is silk apparel. 
TJiis is what maketh glad tlie Celestial 
heart. The poorest boatwoman saves up 
her money cent by cent until she has 
accumulated the amonnt necessary to 
buy a coveted silk robe. She will even 
wear a silk coat with ragged cotton 
trousers, but a silk coat ehe must have 
as an evidence of respectability. 
The 
variety of silks is something perfectly 
wonderful. You can get pretty silk from 
the province of Ftikien in delicate col- 
ors, wJiich makes exquisite underwear 
as well as fetching summer dresses, for 
14 cents per yard. From this the pricea 
range upward. For 25 and 30 cents yon

The moment yon bny a robe the fact 
js noted, not alone in the salesbook, 
hut also in what might be called an or- 
der book, and the very nest day a dupli- 
cate of yonr purchase is under way. It 
is finished as rapidly as possible so that 
the assortment in the store may be kept 
•np at its proper limit. This is a good 
rale for the styles which sell rapidly. 
As to other styles, they remain upon 
the shelves only heaven knows how 
long. 
Such institutions as the bargain 
counter and sales of shop worn and 
shelf worn goods are unknown in the 
eccentric east. On the other hand, they 
have a custom unspeakably dear to the 
Mongolian mind. 
Toward the close of 
the year nearly every tradesman wants 
a large amount of ready cash. 
Some- 
times it is to pay off the debts of the 
business and start the new year free and 
clear, sometimes it is for the charities 
and festivals for which the land is fa- 
mous. They then mark down their older 
goods a reasonable amonnt, and when 
this does not bring in enough money 
they keep it up the first two or three 
weeks of the new year. In this way 
there are bargains and,of course, bargain 
hunters and bargain buyers. 


The business is almost entirely a cash 
business. Credits are given, but so rare- 
ly as to occasion remark. The dealer is 
satisfied -wath a small profit, aud nei- 
ther tries to make a fortune in a siugle 
year nor to pose as a philanthropist like 
some of the goodly people of Philadel- 
phia.

A Die Corn Crop. 


This ia how I raised 150 bushels of 


corn to tie acre: In April I put ten 
loads of stable manure per acre on ten 
acres of clover and timothy sod mixed. 
The la»t week of April I broke this 
ground, plowing eight inches deep, 
rolled it donn after the plow aud then 
worked it cute with the rotary hoe in- 
stead of disk harrow. I then harrowed 
twice with ordinary smoothing harrow 
and rolled down. I planted May 11 and 


, chucliiiig 3 feet 8 inches ea«h way. 


No commercial fertilizer of any kind 
was used cu this com. At soon as this 
corn came up I cnltSvated once each 
way uith the rotary hoe. I then culti- 
vated once each way with cultivator 
with large (shovel* on, plowing shallow 
and keeping ground asiuvel OB possible. 
The ground was ordinary white oak 
soil and had been in grass for four years, 
being mowed for hay each year. The 
variety was the Mastodon, a large eared 
yellow dent, ripening in 105 to 110 
days. It was planted three stalks to the 
hill. The entire field of ten acres will 
make ISO bushels to the acre.—Cor.

After gathering 
tbe iiect'S'ury information as to compar- 
ative rlnuaU'nuu shall collect tbe plant 
material iu special stations under tho 
control of thn department. At- first we 
may co-operate with tho existing state 
experiment stations, bat that will not 
tuffice, because tbesu stations are natu- 
rally located iti specially selected soils, 
and m the most untoward conditions are 
not met there. 


From our present knowledge there is 


no tree better for tbe subarid regions ot 
Texas and the southwest than the mes- 
qnite. It provides shelter from tbe 
wind, furnishes fairly good firewood, 
niid its pods are capable of being used 
as food for domestic animals. For the 
Ecrniarid region a little farther north 
tbe rottonwood tree ia about M good as 
anything we now bave. It makes poor 
firewood and ia a miserable tree, but 
may be better than nothing. 


The Canadian, experiment station has 


introduced from Russia or succeeded in 
reproducing an apple tree suitable for 
tbe more northern dry regions. The ap- 
ple ia small laid pear, bnt it heartily 
appreciated where ir can be made to 
grow. This suggests an interesting dis- 
tinction. There are weeds among Uses, 
just as much as among plants. In fact, 
what in a weed bat a plant, the use of 
which bos not been found ont? When 
we find, that tho sunflower can be used 
for making oi1., it then ceases to be a 
weed. Among trees the aspen is a weed. 
Bo are some black oaks, which do not 
grow to a nsufnl size, and scrub pines. 
But the whole matter ia relative. The 
mcsqnite would be a weed where more 
serviceable trees could be grown. 


The effect of trees in a dry region 


npoa the atmospheric moisture is a 
somewhat disputed qneaton. While they 
diminish evaporation from the soil by 
furnishing a shade aud a windbreak, 
the transpiration most be taken into ac- 
count on the other side. The roots of a 
tree an drawing the water from a gnat 
depth and giving it out to tbe atmos- 
phere through the leaves, and yet here 
again this cannot help making the at- 
mosphere moro moist. Bnt the main 
thing in the dry regions ia to keep tbe 
soil granular, so tiie water <mn percolate 
it instead of running off into tiie rivers 
when any rain does fall. As soon as 
people begin to plow land I believe 
there is an increase of moisture, al- 
though this point is disputed- It i» ap- 
parent that there are now dews in places 
where there were none formerly, and, 
although tbe change in climate will 
naturally be small and exceedingly slow 
in coming about, I believe some con- 
quest of the arid regions is being made.

Mr. Btttterworth was taken seri- 


ously ill in Cleveland last Novem- 
ber, and fur a while his life was de- 
spaired of. but he rallied after he 
camo here m the hope of regaining 
hit, strength 


Mr. Butterworth was born in War- 


ren county, Ohio. October r,.', iwi'.). 
His people were fill quakers on both 
'tides. John Linton, who was con- 
spicuous among those who emi- 
grated to Pennsylvania with Wil- 
liam Penn, was his maternal ances- 
tor. Until he wa.s eighteen years oi 
age young Butterworth lived on h^ 
parents' farm, with such advantage.., 
of education as farmers' children 
usually had in those days, As is 
generally the case with young men 
of talent and restless ambition, 
firming soon proved uncongenial 
to his tashis, and he decided to fit 
himself for a professional life. He 
went to Cincinnati and entered the 
law office of Uurbin Ward, where 
he pursued his legal studies for two 
years, and graduated ut the Cincin- 
nati Law school in 1S01 


His public life began in 1868 aud 


he held successively many minor 
offices until 1878, when he was 
nominated by the republicans of the 
First Ohio district, in Cincinnati, 
for congress, He was elected. 
He 


was re-elected in 1880, and was re- 
nominated in 1 -.82, hut encountered 
his first defeat. 
In 1-W3 he was ap- 


pointed by President Arthur to the 
office of commissioner of patents. 
In 1884 Mr. Butterworth was again 
elected to congress and in 1S86 ho 
carried his district for the fourth 
time. During the last campaign ho 
was active in his support of Presi- 
dent M"Kinley.

was appointed by the
